Return to Failure 
At the end of the war the Singers 
began to long for their life of free­ 
dom again which had been so care­ 
free from the worries of mainland 


life 
They removed again from tho

other 
extensive holdings 
on

A change had come over tin land, 
though, during their absence. I he 
wind and waves had changed the 
whole contour of the 
island

they could not find the spot where 
they had cached tho treasure.
